WE  the  underfigned,  reflding  at 
Louifville,  at  the  Falls  of  Ohio,  har- 
ing been  appointed  with  others,  maua 
gers  of  the  Ohio  Canal  Company,  and 
having  obferved  with  confiderable  at- 
tention, and  with  equal  aftonilhment, 
the  artifices  and  mifreprefentations  ol 
a number  of  individuals,  who  as  they 
pretend,  have  affociated  for  the  purpo- 
les  if  opeivng  a canal  at  the  Falls  of 
Ohio,  conceive  it  a duty  which  we  owe 
to  truth,  and  to  the  public  generally, 
as  well  as  to  the  faithful  difcharge  of 
the  truft  repofed  in  us  by  the  Legifla- 
ture of  Kentucky,  to  expofe  anddetedl 
the  mifreprefentations  of  this  fpecula- 
ting  junto,  and  to  guard  the  public  a- 
gam  If  their  impofitions — In  weighing 
the  great  objedf  of  preference,  to  be  gi- 
ven to  the  two  Tides  of  the  river,  for 
the  canal,  the  faft  is  now  afeertained 
beyond  all  doubt,  by  aiftual  obfervation, 
furvey  and  menl'uration,  made  by  Mr. 
Jared  Brooks,  under  the  diredfion  of  the 
managers,  a Gentleman  every  way  qual- 
ified for  that  bufinefs,  that  the  Kentuc- 
ky fide  is  the  proper  one  for  the  canal. 
That  the  diflance  is  infinitely  (hotter 
than  it  is  on  the  Indiana  fide,  that  the 
depth  will  not  be  fo  great  by  one  third, 
and  that  when  done,  it  will  better  an- 
fwer  the  purpofes  of  navigation.  It  is 
alfo  well  afeertained,  that  the  expence 
on  the  Kentucky  fide  will  be  lefs  than 
200,000  dollars,  and  that  it  will  cod 
upwards  of  800,000  on  the  oppolite 
TOe,  the  difference  is  enormous. 

’It  appears  that  an  affociation  was 
formed  under  the  ditguife  of  patriotifm, 
in  the  city  of  Waihington,  during  the 
fitting  of  the  laft  Congrefs,  for  the  pur- 
pofe  of  cutting  a canal  at  the  Falls  of 
Ohio,  and  who  have  attempted  to  prac- 
tice a moft  diameful  impofition  on  the 
Congrefs  of  thr  United  States,  and  to 
deceive  and  miflead  the  public  judgment, 
as  to  the  bed  fide  of  the  river  for  that 
great  national  undertaking.  We  are 
lenfible  that  many  of  the  Gentlemen 
of  this  affociation  were,  and  dill  are  ac- 
tuated by  the  mod  pure  and  patriotic

We  regret  that  in  this  publication, 
■we  are  compelled  for  the  purpofes  of 
truth,  to  make  personal  observations, 
but  the  nature  of  the  cafe  requires  it, 
and  when  Gentlemen  fuffer  their  names 
to  be  ufed  for  the  ungenerous  and  un- 
pardonable purpofes  of  deceiving  the 
public.,  on  a fubjeft  fo  extremely  inter- 
eding,  they  deferve  lefs  refpedl  than  we 
are  difpofed  to  bedow  on  them. 

The  proceedings  of  this  affociation, 
together  with  a number  of  documents, 
have  been  publiflied,  which  contain  the 
mod  palpable  and  glaring  mistakes — 
We  will  take  a view  of  them  in  the  or- 
der they  have  affumed  .-—The  fird  is  an 
addrefs  from  Benjamin  Hovey,  to  his  af- 
fociates,  who  fays— “ That  when  he 
fird  viewed  the  rapids  of  the  Ohio,  it 
was  his  obj  Cl  to  open  a canal  on  the 
Louifville  fide,  hut  upon  examination, 
he  decided  in  favour  of  the  other  fide.” 
•Non  we  affert,  and  that  too  upon  the 
acknowledgements  of  Gen.  Hovey  him- 
•felf,  lately,  to  refpr&able  Gentlemen, 
that  he  has  nevdr  viewed  the  ground  on 
the  Louifville  fide.  How  then  Gen. 
TIovey  could,  as  a Gentleman,  and  a 
m«n  of  truth,  make  fuch  a Oatement  to 
his  affociates,  on  a fnbjeft.  fo  exceeding- 
ly important,  we  (hall  leave  to  himfelf 
to  reconcile,  and  to  that  part  of  his 
friends  affociated  in  the  fame  kind  of 
mifrrprefentation.  The  next  is  a doc- 
‘unient  from  Meffrs.  Floyd  and  Gwath- 
V mey  ; about  this  we  have  but  little  to 
fay,  lor  to  lay  the  lead,  it  is  an  unim- 
portant odrntatious  thing.  The  next 
document  is  from  Jared  Mansfield  ; this 
Gentleman  fays--“  That  the  place 
pointed  out  by  Gen.  Hovey,  appears  to 
poffefs  advantages  fuperior  to  any  other 
he  has  examined.”  Whether  he  has  ex- 
amined the  Kentucky  fide  or  not,  he 
does  not  fay  ; the  rational  inference 
however  is,  that  he  has,  and  if  that  is 
the  idea  intended  to  be  conveyed,  we 
can  only  regret  that  Mr.  Mansfield  had 
not  been  better  informed.  The  next 
document  is  from  the  Secretary  of  the 
T re  a fury — this  great  and  enlightened 
man,  has  only  expreffed  his  opinion  as 
to  the  utility  of  that  great  undertaking, 
but  very  properly  forbears  to  give  a pre- 
ference to  either  fide.  The  next  docu- 
ment is  from  Gen.  Wilkinfon,  one  of 
the  affociates;  this  pompous  document 
is  fall  of  errors,  but  which  we  hop 
were  not  intentional  ; we  would  howe- 
ver fuo'.nit  it  to  that  Gentleman  himfelf, 
whether  he  ought  not  to  have  been  bet- 
ter informed,  before  he  ventured  fo 
decidedly,  to  make  fiatetnents  of  fads, 
on  a fttbjtd.  fo  very  intereding,  not  on 
ly  to  his  affociates,  but  the  public  gene- 
rally. The  Genera!  fays — “that  he  is 
happy  to  find  that  this  great  undertaking 
has  attraded  the  enterprife  of  New- 
England.”  Haw  far  New-England 
may  be  engaged  in  this  enterprife,  we 
know  not ; but  it  we  may  judge  of  that 
part  engaged  in  it,  by  the  fample  they 
have  fent  us,  and  the  impofitions  they 
have  pradifed,  a!!  honefi  mm  will  have 
rcafon  to  deprecate  it — but  Gen.  Wil- 
kin R-.'.  fays — “ that  he  is  fully  convin 


deep  ravines,  which  are  greatly  to  faci- 
litate the  plan.  Silly,  that  the  approach 
to  the  head  of  the  canal  on  the  Wed 
fide,  will  be  more  eafy  than  on  the  oppo- 
lite fide,  from  the  depth  of  the  water  and 
the  placidity  of  the  current.  4thly,  a 
capacious  balon,  in  which  we  find  (lack 
water,  which  is  to  receive  the  boats  at 
the  foot  of  the  canal,  and  which  forms  a 
deep  and  lccure  harbour,  at  all  feafuns. 
And  Stilly,  that  the  Welt  bank  ts  belt 
for  water  works.”  Now  notwithftand- 
ing  the  General  fpeaks  from  personal  ob- 
servation, it  unfortunately  turns  out, 
that  in  all  H-s  fads,  he  is  molt  grofsly 
miltaken.  In  the  firft  place  it  is  afferted, 
that  the  diftance  on  the  Indiana  fide  is 
to  be  one  third  Ihorter.  1 his  is  a moff 
egregious  miltake,  for  if  the  canal  is  ta- 
ken the  route  contemplated  by  General 
Wilkinfon,  and  isemptird  into  the  capa- 
cious baton  of  which  lie  fpeaks,  it  will 
be  conlulerably  farther  than  on  the  Ken- 
tucky fide  ; and  what  is  dill  ware  re- 
markable, this  capacious  bafon  iVfitua- 
ted  little  better  than  half  way  the  Falls ; 
and  the  mod  tremendous  and  dangerous 
cataiad  lies  below,  the  flack  water  too, 
in  the  bafon,  happens  to  he  a current, 
that  runs  at  the  rate  of  theirteen  and  a 
half  miles  per  hour. 

The  objedb  of  a canal,  we  prefume 
is  or  ought  to  be,  to  avoid  the  falls 
altogether,  and  if  this  is  done  on 
the  Indiana  fide,  the  diftance  will 
be  double  that  on  the  Kentucky 
fide. — The  third  fail  is,  that  the  ap- 
proach to  the  head  of  the  canal  on 
the  Indiana  fide  is  the  beft,  from 
the  depth  of  the  wqter,  the 
placidity  of  the  currefttS  Jiere,  a- 
gain,  genl.  Wilkinfon  is  extremely 
deceived — the  current  on  that  fide 
is  extremely  bold,  infinitely  more  fo 
than  on  the  Kentucky  fide.  The 
fifth  fadl  is  that  the  Indiana  fide  is 
beft  for  water  works  ; we  will  not 
affert  that  it  is  not  as  good,  but  we 
confidently  believe  that  it  is  not 
better.  But  we  are  really  fatigued 
with  the  general’s  miftakes,  and 
will  dilmifs  this  part  of  otlr  fubjedl, 
by  obferving  that  the  truth  is,  that 
thefe  document  makers  found  they 
could  fucceed  in  their  fcheme  of 
fp  culation,  much  better  on  the  In- 
diana fide,  than  on  the  Kentucky 
fide  ; and  therefore  it  is  that  they 
have  fo  imprudently  labored  to 
make  the  worfe  the  better  fide. 

The  next  ftep  is  to  petition  con- 
grefs for  land;  they  firft  approach 
tie  fenate,  where  it  appeardyflaev 
had  fome  friends  and  affociates  \the 
late  Vice-Prefident,  Jonathan  Day- 
ton,  an  old  veteran  fpeculator, 
and  John  Brown,  were  of  this  num- 
ber, and  for  the  honor  of  the  fenate, 
we  hope  the  only  ones — the  report 
of  the  committee  (which  was  com- 
pofed  of  meflrs.  Dayton,  Brown,  and 
Smith)  was  as  may  be  expedled,  a 
favorable  one.  And  here  we  can- 
not forbear  to  regret,  that 
Brown  who  has  ferved  his  country' 
fo  long,  and  with  fo  much  honor, 
fliould  have  affociated  himfelf  with 
this  junto,  and  too  at  a time,  when 
he  knew  the  legiflature  of  his  own 
ftate,  had  taken  up  the  fubjedt,  and 
had  then  actually  incorporated  a 
company  for  that  purpofe.  That 
congrefs  ought  to  aid  in  this  great 
national  undertaking,  will  not  be 
queftioned,  but  furely  that  aid  ought 
to  be  given,  where  the  canal  can  be 
cut  for  the  lead  expence,  and  where 
when  cut,  it  will  beft  anfwer  the 
purpofes  intended.  Correct  infor- 
mation fhould  therefore  be  had. 

The  affociation  is  now  incorpora 
ted  by  the  Indiana  legiflature,  and 
every  effort  has  been  uled,  by  it  to 
keep  the  law  a profound  fecret ; ex 
prefs  orders  were  given  to  the  prin- 
ter, to  fuffer  no  perfon  to  fee  it,  or 
have  a copy  of  it  except  the  mem- 
bers. And  why,  we  would  afk,  has 
all  this  l’ecrecy  been  obferved  ; the 
reafon  is  an  obvious  one.  This 
law  has  at  length  been  dragged  into 
public  view,  which  of  itfelf  furnifh 
es  complete  evidence,  that  the  real 
obje6l  of  this  company,  is  fpeculati- 
on,  and  not  the  public  good ; for  a 
mere  lhatneful  (peculation  never  be- 
fore met  with  legillative  fandlion. 
By  this  law,  the  capital  ftock  is  to 
eonfift  of  twenty  thoufand  fhares.

■ley  for  land  which  in  fii<5l  is 
little  of  nothing,  and  when  the  di- 
vidend is  made,  the  man  who  has 
paid  money  will  get  land. — Many 
have  fubferibed  from  one  to  five 
hundred  fhares,  who  cannot  raife  as 
many  dollars.  Agents  are  tiowgone 
to  the  eaft.  We  have  thus  endea- 
vared  to  difcharge  a duty,  which  we:dU!5t  of  Mr.  Brown 
deem  a facred  one — the  public  muft  caanot  forbear  to 
decide.

1 (hall  begin  by  noticing  that  the 
managers  in  their  communication, 
give  it  as  their  decided  opinion,  that 
a canal  for  navigating  the  falls  of 
Ohio,  is  of  fmall  importance  compa- 
red to  other  advantages  ; their  words 
are  ‘But  a much  more  important  ad- 
vantage from  a canal,  and  one  whiwi 
the  managers  think  has  not  been  gen- 
erally confidered,  is  that  which  muft 
inevitably  refult  to  the  farming  in- 
tereft  of  the  ftate,  fr*m  the  ere&ion 
of  merchant  mills.’  They  then  go 
on  to  ftate  their  reafon*  for  that  o- 
pinion  ; They  alfo  enumerate  the 
advantages  that  muft  refult  from  iron 
works,  manufa£luringof  cannon,  an- 
chors, (hip  work,  &c.  by  means  of 
a canal,  in  which  opinions  I heartily 
concur  with  them,  as  they  were  the 
leading  ones  on  which  the  affociation 
on  the  oppofite  fide  of  the  river  was 
formed.  Now  fince  we  have  agreed 
on  the  moft  important  article  out  of 
which  a difference  of  opinion  has 
arifen,  I will  proceed  to  examine 
your  publication,  prefuming,  that  al- 
though it  bears  an  official  (lamp,  it  is 
not  proof  againft  truth  and  reafon, 
without  the  aid  of  fuch  harfli  expref- 
(ions  as  speculating  junto,  shameful 
mposition,  hungry  speculators,  i)c.

When  1 was  at  Pittf- 
ouigh,  in  July,  1802,  there  was  a threc- 
inalUd  veil'd  on  the  flocks,  of  twohun- 
arco  and  fifty  tons  buithen,  and  a galliot 
innetv,  which  were  nearly  finilhed. 
i fieic  veffels  were  to  go  down  to  New- 
Orleaus  in  the  following  fpiing,  with  a 
cargo  ot  the  productions  ol  the  country, 
nd,  before  reaching  the  ocean  wotud 
make  a voyage  ot  near  2200  miles, 
i here  is  not  a doubt  but  that,  he  .Valter, 
veffels  will  be  conltrudled  two  hundred 
leagues  above  the  mouth  of  the  Miffou- 
ri,  fifty  above  that  of-the  Illinois  river, 
and  alto  in  the  Mijfiffippi,  two  hundred 
leagues  above  the  place  where  thefe  ri- 
vers join  it;  that  is  to  fay,  fix  hundred 
and  fifty  leagues  from  ihe  iea,  for  in  the 
Ipaces  mentioned,  their  depths  me  as 
great  as  that  of  the  Ohio  at  Pittlburgh, 
and  it  would  be  wrong  to  luppol'e,  that, 
in  time,  the  vaft  countries  watered  by 
thefe  rivers  will  not  be  fulficiently  po- 
pulous to  execute  fuch  enterprifes.  '1  he 
rapid  population  of  the  three  new  weft- 
ern  dates,  in  circun. (Luces  infinitely 
lels  favourable,  warrant  this  opinion. 

1 lieie  dates,  in  which,  thirty  years  ago^ 
there  were  lcarcely  three  thoufand  in- 
habitants, have  at  prefent  more  than 
.our  hundred  thoufand  ; and  among  all 
the  plantations,  which  on  the  roads,  arc 
lcldom  more  than  four  or  five  miles  afhn- 
uer,  it  is  very  uncommon  to  find  one,  e- 
ven  of  the  mod  flouri/hing,  of  which  the 
proprietor  may  not  be  afkcd,  with  confi- 
dence, from  w hence,  he  emigrated,  or,  in 
the  trivial  language  of  ihe  Americans, 
as  if  thelc  valt  and  fertile  regions  were 
intended  to  be  the  point  of  concentra- 
tion, and  common  country  ol  all  the  in- 
habitants of  the  glooe.  Now,  if  We 
co  liaer  thele  aflomflnng  and  rapid  ame- 
iQrauocs,  what  Kieav/lial!  we  not  form 
ot  the  higii  degree  ot  prolperity  to  which 
the  weftem  countries  may  attain, ’and  of 
the  great  incrcafc  which  the  commerce, 
population,  and  culture  of  this  country- 
will  acquire  by  the  union  of  Louifiana  to 
the  American  territory.” 

From  Pittlburgh,  our  author  proceed-  ■ 
d in  a canoe  down  the  Ohio.  The  na- 
vigation of  this  river  is  in  the  dry  leafon 
confiderably  impeded  by  the  numerous 
iflancis  with  which  it  is  interfperled  ; 
out  in  the  fpring  months  and  at  the  end 
of  autumn  it  is  navigable  to  veffels  of 
thtee  hundred  tons. burthen.  From  the 
extreme  rapidity  of  the  Ohio,  the  boats 
employed  in  its  navigation  are  made  of 
alquare  form,  for  the  purpofe  of  refill- 
ing the  current,  and  to  prevent  them 
being  hurried  too  precipitately  along. 

I he  uncommon. fertility  of  the  banks  of

“ Ti  e name  of  rivers-bottoms  or  flat- 
bottoms,  is  given  tothofelow  lands,  co- 
vered with  wood,  lying  between  the 
toot  oi  thefe  hills  and  the  (id-s  of  the 
river,  and  which  are  fometitms  five  or 
fix  miles  broad.  The  greater  part  of 
the  large  and  fmall  rivers  running  into 
« Ohio  have  alfo  rivers  bottoms,  which 
as  well  as.  thofe  of  that  river,  are  of 
eafy  culture  ; but  nothing  equals, 
the  fertility  cf  the  fides  of  the 
Ohio.  The  foil  is  a true  vegetable  earth, 
produced  by  the  thick  bed  of  leaves 
which  are  annually  coilcdled  on  the 
ground,  and  foon  converted  into  mould 
by  'he  humidity  prevalent  in  thefe  fe- 
qtu  fl-red  forefis  : but  a confiderable  ad- 
dition to  the  thicknefs  of  thefe  furcef- 
fivc  beds  of  vegetable  earth,  arifes  from 
the  trunks  of  the  enormous  trees  deftroy- 
ed  by  age,  with  whofe  flumps  the  fllr.

I have  patted  ovc’r  at  different  periods, 
in  North  America,  ldo  not  recollect  to 
have  feen  one  which  can  be  compared  to 
this,  in  the  vegetative  powers  of  its  io- 
reds-  1 l‘c  belt  lands  in  Kentucky,  and 
in  that  part  of  l dinette,  limited  be- 
yond the  Cumberland  Mountains,  yield 
very  abundant  liarvelts,  bnt  therp  the 
trues  do  not  attain  a bulk  or  an  eleva- 
tion comparable  to  thofc  on  the  banks  ct 
the  Ohio.  Thirty  fix  miles  before  rea- 
ching Marietta,  we  Hopped  with  a per- 
son who  lives  on  the  right  bank  : at  a- 
bout  fifty  paces  from  his  houfe  he  Ihew- 
«d  us  a plane  tree,  of  which  the  trunk 
was  fwelled  to  a prodigious  lize  at  the 
height  of  two  feet : we  meafured  it  four 
feet  above  the  lurface  of  the  ground, 
and  found  it  to  be  forty- feven  feet  in 
circumference.  It  appeared  to  keep  the 
fame  dimenlions  to  the  height  of  fifteen 
or  twenty  feet,  then  it  divided  into  fe- 
veral  branches  of  a proportional  thick- 
nels.  No  external  appearance  led  to  a 
belief  that  the  tree  was  hollow,  and  I ex- 
amined it  as  much  as  1 could,  by  Un- 
king it  in  leveral  pices  with  a large 
Hick.  Ourholl  offered,  if  we  would 
pals  the  day  with  him,  to  lliew  us  other 
as  large  in  different  parts  of  the  wood, 
two  or  three  miles  trom  the  river.

“ At  the  time  of  my  being  a:  Mari- 
etta,  Gen.  St.  Clair  was  governor  of 
the  (fate  of  the  Ohio,  a f.tuat.on  which 
h-  has  held  tince  the  adnnfhon  of  the 
llate  into  the  union.  In  hss  journey 
from  Pittfburg  to  Chillicothe,  Ins  ex- 
cellence flopped  at  the  tavern  w here  1 
lodged  but  as  he  travelled  in  an  olu 
chaife  and  without  a lervant,  he  did  not 
at  first  attract  my  attention.  In  the 
United  States,  the  men  who  are  called 
iy  the  willies  of  their  fellow  citizens  to 
exert ilc  thele  important  funftions,  do 
not,  in  any  refpect,  change  then-  man- 
Tier  ; they  continue  to  refute  in  their 
own  houfes,  and  to  live  as  Ample  indi- 
viduals, without  the  wing  more  edema- 
lion,  or  entertaining  greater  expence. 
The  emoluments  attached  to  tins  ofhee 
vary  in  each  date:  South  Carolina  one 
"of  the  richefl  dates  in  the  umon,  gives 
its  governor  1280  piadres,  whilik  the 
governor  of  Kentucky  does  not  receive 
more  t1  an  12  or  1500.” 

At  Gallipoli,  oui  author  found  the  re- 
mains of  a French  colony,  couipofed  of 
emigrants  who  had  quitted  theii  own 
country  about  twenty  years  before. 
They  had  be  n entirely  unaccudoined 
originally  to  the  hard  labor  of  the  Ame- 
ricans; nor  had  their  early  ideas  taught 
them  to  find  a counterbalance  lor  the 
luxuries  of  France  in  the  proud  fenti- 
ments  of  perfonal  independence.  1 hey 
were  the  only  beggarly  and  wretcheu 
people  our  traveller  fetvns  to  hawe  met 
-with. 

The  cultivation  of  the  (ides  of 
the  Ohio  is  as  yet  cyery  where  in 
its  infancy.  The  wandering  habits 
of  the  fir'll  fettlers  in  ail  the  inland 
countries,  greatly  impede  the  pro- 
grefs  of  cultivation. 

“ The  fides  of  the  Ohio,  as  well 
as  of  tliofe  rivers  which  fall  into  it, 
not  having  been  inhabited,  as  ic  may 
be  laid,  for  more  than  eight  or  nine 
years,  the  Americans  who  have  fet 
tied  there  have  not  yet  much  (hare 
in  the  commerce  carried  on  by  the 
Milliffippi;  which  at  this  time  con- 
(ids  of  hams  and  pieces  of  Imoked 
pork,  brandy  from  gfain  & peaches, 
barrelled  butter,  hemp,  lkins,  and 
fume  flour.  I hey  alto  fend  cattle 
to  the  Atlantic  dates.  Little- mer- 
chants. who  tupply  themlelves  at 
Pitt  (burg  a.i  A hc-ling,  and  pals  up 
and  down  -he  river  in  ■ anoes,  bring 
th*m  fm  ill  wares,  particularly  tea 
and  coffee,  and  take  fome  of  their 


the  Gi.iO,  and  which  ;hr  SpaniHi  govern- 
ment  at  that  time,  diflributcd  gratis  ; 
the  multitudes  of  heavers,  elks,  and, 
more  particularly,  of  bifuns,  were  the 
motives  winch  induced  him  to  emigrate 
into  thele  dillant  countries  ; .from 
whence,  when  he  had  determined  mi  a 
convenient  I pot  to  little  in  with  I’.is-fa- 
iiiilv,  lie  had  to  return,  and  feck  them  on 
the  banks  of  the  Ohio,  which  obliged 
him  to  make  a voyage  of  fourteen  or  fif- 
•icen  hundred  miles,  three  t.mes.  His 
drels,  like  that  cd  all  the  American  hun- 
ters, conlilled  of  a round  waillcoat  with 
lleeves,  a pair  of  pantaloons,  and  a 
Oroad  woolen  girdle,  of  a red  and  yel- 
low colour.  A carbine,  a tomahawk,  a 
I’mall  hatchet  uled  by  the  Indians  to  cut 
wood,  and  to  complete  the  death  M tlicii 
enemies,  two  heaver  traps,  ai(\j  ^Lrge 
knife,  hanging  to  his  girdle,  compiled 
his  hunting  equipage.  One  blanket 
II  his  baggage.  Every  eveninapllFeii- 
camped  on  the  banks  of  tli^nveij^or 
patted  the  night  by  a lire,  and  when  he 
judged  the  fpoi  to  be  favorable  to  the 
chafe,  he  penetrated  into  the  woods  for 
leveral  days  ; and  from  the  produce  oi 
his  hunting,  procured  the  means  of  fub- 
li Hence,  and  obtained  frefh  fupplies  with 
the  lkins  of  the  animals  he  had  killed.’’ 
Such,  our  author  oblervcs)  were  the 
fir fl  inhabitants  of  the  flates  of  Ken- 
tucky and  Fenncttee.
